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Charity-run care 

home may close

A CHARITY care home for 
people with life-limiting illnesses 
could be forced to close. 

Sue Ryder Care has announced 
The Old Palace, near Ely Cathedral, 
is no longer suitable for use as a care 
centre. The building, formerly home 
to bishops of Ely, is currently run¬ 
ning at a deficit of £240,000 a year. 

Charity bosses have confirmed there will 
be a 90-day consultation period between the 
organisation, its residents and staff, looking 
at the possible closure of the centre. 

Paul Woodward, chief executive of the 
palace, said: “This difficult announcement is 
made for a number of very significant and 
substantial reasons. 

“The Care Quality Commission considers 
that as of September 2010, The Old Palace is 
no longer suitable for use as a care centre 
without major work being carried out to 
bring it into compliance with the standards 
the commission sets. 

“A number of possibilities for addressing 
the problems with the building have been 
investigated, but none has resulted in a 
suitable alternative and in each case there 
would be a significant cost involved. 

“We have also considered the option of 
building a new care centre but a new build 
would require substantial capital.

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‘Constant thief 
put behind bars 


A PROLIFIC thief from 
Littleport has been jailed. 

Carl Scarrow, 28, has been 
locked up for nine weeks after 
“constantly thieving and shop¬ 
lifting” in the Ely area. 

Magistrates decided to lock up 
the recovering heroin addict 
after hearing he had committed 
two offences despite being given 
“one last chance” in fune. 

Scarrow pleaded guilty at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court to using 
threatening words/behaviour to 
cause harassment, alarm or 
distress and a charge of shop¬ 
lifting. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “The first charge relates to 
an incident in Ely’s Waitrose 
store on fune 11. 

“Mr Scarrow was in the sup¬ 
ermarket with a woman called 
Donna Bush at around 9.15am 
when staff heard arguing coming 
from the alcohol aisle.

“He was repeatedly heard 
shouting and swearing at Miss 
Bush.” 

Scarrow then paid for some 
alcohol and left the store. 

But outside, he pinned Miss 
Bush against the wall and started 
to become more and more agg¬ 
ressive. Miss Bush was swearing 
and pushed him against the 
supermarket window twice. 

The shop manager then went 
outside to intervene, Miss Mard¬ 
ell added, which is when they 
left. 

Miss Mardell said: “The sec¬ 
ond charge relates to an incident 
in Soham on fune 24 when 
Scarrow stole four cans of beer 
from the town’s Co-Op store.” 

The bench heard that Scarrow, 
of Cottier Drive, was placed on a 
12-month community order for 


shoplifting on March 12. 

On lune 18, he was also hand¬ 
ed a suspended prison sentence 
for thieving, as well as a six- 
month supervision requirement, 
a curfew and an alcohol treat¬ 
ment programme. 

lacqui Baldwin, mitigating, 
said it was alcohol that was 
making her client re-offend. 

But Sue Griffin, presiding 
magistrate, said: “You are const¬ 
antly thieving and shoplifting 
but drink and drugs does not 
excuse this.” 

Scarrow will be in jail for a 
total of nine weeks, eight for the 
threatening words/behaviour 
charge and one week for the 
shoplifting offence. 

Bush, 33, of Newport Avenue, 
Fordham, also pleaded guilty to 
using threatening/behaviour to 
cause harassment, alarm or dist¬ 
ress on fune 11. She was handed 
a strict 18-month supervision 
order.

MILLIONS of pounds earmarked for new 
housing - as well as money set aside for 
Ely Country Park - is being snatched away 
from Cambridgeshire. 

The Government has announced the 
housing growth fund - which funds new 
housing and infrastructure - is being 
slashed and Cambridgeshire faces a 
funding cut of almost £6 million. 

The county had expected to receive 
£13,772,524 in 2010/11, but that has been 
cut to £7,794,623. 

Market towns were set to benefit, 
including £2.8 million for new 
development in Huntingdon and £200,000 
for Ely Country Park. 

Those in charge of delivering new 
communities in the region have vowed to 
fight the cuts. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
discussed the issue as a matter of urgency 
at a meeting on Tuesday, saying it was 
“incredulous” at the cuts. 

Sir David Trippier, chairman of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Horizons, which is working to 
meet the area’s housing demands, said: 
“We have an excellent track record in 
helping deliver Government targets for 
new homes and facilities, and this 
withdrawal of funding puts these plans in 
jeopardy 

“Much of the money we had been 
allocated for 2010-11 has already been 
allocated to a range of vital schemes 
which are due to deliver significant 
numbers of new homes over the coming 
years, and we must now go back to the 
drawing board if CLG carries through its 
proposal to cut our funding by £6 million." 


Teen held In China 
hotel over flu fears 


A HADDENHAM teenager is cur¬ 
rently being held in quarantine in 
China following fears over swine 
flu. 

Caitlin Breeze, 17, was on a school trip 
with Impington Village College when she 
and five of her fellow travellers were 
whisked into quarantine. 

The six pupils, who had flown out to 
Beijing as part of their foreign language 
studies, are part of a delegation of around 
100 youngsters to be confined to their 
four-star hotel. 

Chinese authorities took the drastic 
step on Monday after nine British 
citizens in the party were diagnosed with 
the virus. 

The patients were all taken to hospital 
for treatment but none of the youngsters 
from Impington have been infected by 
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the H1N1 virus. 

The students and their teachers have 
been told they must remain inside the 
hotel for seven days. 

Speaking to the Weekly News, Caitlin’s 
mother, Carol, 51, said: “Neither Caitlin 
nor any of the other students from 
Impington have got swine flu. 

“The swabs have come back negative, 
which is good and we are no longer 
worried. 

“So they are now being quarantined for 
safety reasons which I think is completely 
understandable. 

“The college, the Chinese authorities 
and everyone has been fantastic and we 
have been kept well informed. 


“It is just such a shame she will not be 
able to see any more of China, as that is 
what they went out there for.” 

Caitlin flew out to the Far East last 
Monday and was due to explore China 
during the two-week trip. 

Her family received the news from 
China that she was being kept in quar¬ 
antine. 

The latest developments came as the 
World Health Organisation revealed 
swine flu has now been linked to 700 
known deaths worldwide since April. 

The organisation is also considering 
whether to recommend that nations 
should close schools to slow the spread of 
the virus. 

People who have flu-like symptoms are 
advised to stay at home and call the 
swine flu information line on 0800 1513 
513.

“The current economic 
downturn also significantly 
impacts fundraising efforts in 
the region. 

“Indications are we would 
not be able to achieve the

The Old Palace, which 
currently cares for about 50 
live-in residents as well as 
many others around the city, 
has been home to Sue Ryder 
Care in Ely for decades. It 
provides care and specialist 
care for all life-limiting illnes¬ 


ses, including cancer and 
Parkinson’s disease. 

The building has a spec¬ 
ialist wing on the ground 
floor to cater specially for 
people with Huntingdon’s 
disease. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, the 
Mayor of Ely, said: “It is very 


sad to hear this news. 

“I can speak from personal 
experiences what a great job 
this charity does and how the 
palace is a good location for 
Sue Ryder Care. 

“I just hope the building 
will not be left closed and to 
decay away.”

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Green leader 
pushes vision

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LEADING environmental 
campaigner Tony Juniper 
has become an ambass¬ 
ador for the Wicken Fen 
Vision. 

Known as one of the top 
environmentalists of the last 30 
years, Mr Juniper describes the 
ambitious vision as “one of the 
most inspiring initiatives in the 
country”. 

The controversial vision is a 
100-year project led by the 
National Trust, aimed at creating 
a “green lung” for Cambridge¬ 
shire and the East of England. 

It will see 22 square miles of 
land between Cambridge and 
Soham transformed into a haven 
for wildlife, local people and 
visitors. 

A decade into the scheme, 
successful grazing management 
projects and marshland rest¬ 
orations are already under way. 

But the vision has not been 
entirely plain sailing as land- 
owners have criticised the 
revamp of prime farmland into a 
“jungle”. 

Planning chiefs have also 
reserved their support for the 
vision until further consultation 
has been carried out. 


‘Respected’: Tony Juniper will be 
helping the National Trust 
promote its Wicken Fen Vision. 

But Mr Juniper said: “The 
vision gives hope that over time 
we can restore even the most 
degraded of our natural habitats. 

“Only about one third of one 
per cent of the original natural 
fenland survives, and putting in 
place a long term plan to restore 
and reclaim our lost world of 
wetlands is a bold step. 

“I am delighted to be supp¬ 
orting the National Trust in this 


hugely important work.” 

Mr Juniper, a Cambridge resi¬ 
dent, is a former director of 
Friends of the Earth. He now 
works as an independent en¬ 
vironmental advisor, including 
as a senior associate with the 
Cambridge University Program 
for Sustainability Leadership and 
a special advisor to The Prince of 
Wales’ Rainforest Project. 

He has spent his career camp¬ 
aigning for a more sustainable 
society at local, national and 
international levels. 

Mr Juniper said: “I find it quite 
amazing how some people argue 
that the vision in some way 
undermines food security. 

“In any event, the global ob¬ 
esity epidemic reminds us that 
we are not collectively short of 
food, it is more a question of how 
it is distributed. 

“Even if the vision is 100 per 
cent successful, it will make only 
the tiniest difference to food 
production, while creating a 
massive positive impact for our 
quality of life and our ability to 
cope with climate change.” 

Wicken Fen property man¬ 
ager, Chris Soans, said: “Tony is 
one of the mostly widely resp¬ 
ected environmentalists in the 
world and we are looking for¬ 
ward to working together to 
bring the vision to reality.”

Fen site is teeming with wildlife 


WILDLIFE in Cambridgeshire is 
thriving more than anywhere 
else in England and Wales, a 
survey has revealed. 

The hotspot is Wicken Fen, 
which comes top nationwide for 
the number of animal, insect and 
plant species it sustains. 

And the East of England as a 


whole is the most ‘species rich’ 
region, according to the study. 

The research was carried out 
by the National Trust, which has 
been keeping tabs on how 
wildlife is getting on as habitats 
are swallowed up by building 
projects. 

At Wicken Fen, 8,100 species 
are in evidence, more than 
anywhere else in England and 
Wales. Other parts of the region 
that are doing well include 
Hatfield Forest and the Norfolk 
coast. 

Stuart Warrington, the trust’s 
nature conservation adviser for 
the East of England, said: “It 
shows there are some really 
very special places under 
National Trust care in the region, 
in what is generally a very 
intensively farmed area of the 
country.” 

Dr David Bullock, head of 
nature conservation at the 


National Trust, said: “The work 
of the team is central to all that 
we do as a nature conservation 
charity. It’s through their work to 
identify and record species and 
habitats that we know what 
we’re looking after and how best 
to do that.” 

The biggest wildlife group at 
Wicken Fen is the invertebrates, 
especially insects, rather than 
plants or birds. 

Three groups of insects each 
have more than 1,000 species - 
flies (1,893 species), beetles 
(1,527) and moths (1,082). 
These three groups make up 
more than half of all the species 
found at the National Trust 
reserve.

Still waiting 
for a solution 

Sir, It is now over two years since the 
introduction of the business permit 
scheme, which provides an 
exemption from the early morning 
90-minute restriction for people in 
business, allowing holders to park for 
as long as they wish in the city’s long 
stay car parks. 

I know that we, along with other 
residents in terraced houses, have 
expressed our frustrations through 
the local press and at council 
meetings to the effect that we were 
neither consulted at the beginning or 
granted residents permits and our 
pleas have repeatedly gone 
unheeded. In fact, we have been told 
to our faces that “we have no 
intention of taking residents into 
consideration”. 

Surely a temporary disc or permit 
scheme would address this problem 
while the authorities pursue their 
extended deliberations on the long 
term parking in Ely and district? (Disc 
plan to end city parking row- Weekly 
News, July 9) 

Now, Cllr Parramint, the new 
chairman of the environment and 
transport committee would rather 
“not comment on this much”. 

Well, we would rather not have to 
spend our time constantly thinking 
about it either. We must make sure 
that we remove the car from an 
almost empty Ship Lane Car Park 
(only six cars left overnight earlier this 
week and this is the norm) to park on 
the road overnight and make sure 
that we are up and about by 8.31am 
in the morning to move the vehicle 
back to the car park again. We have 
to do this six days a week which, 
apart from anything else, is very 
environmentally unfriendly 
Yes, we are being discriminated 
against and from what we have 
witnessed at the committee meetings 
the council doesn’t appear to be 
willing to solve it at all. Why not?

Just treat all car 
parkers equally 

Sir, I beg the opportunity to respond 
to your correspondents’ comments 
published last week (‘Put an end to 
parking chaos’ and ‘Homeowners 
had a choice’ - Letters, July 16) 

In their different ways both reflect the 
confusion surrounding the early 
morning restriction applying to the 
central long-stay car parks. 

Mrs Gillett, from out of the city, is 
kind enough to understand the 
problems inflicted on the residents. 
But, because of her 8.30am start she 
is entitled to an exemption permit - 
at a modest annual administration 
cost and providing her employer is 
paying business rates - which will 
allow her to park unpenalised all day 
in one of the long-stay car parks, for 
example Ship Lane. 

The second letter, from “name and 
address supplied”, is more mean- 
spirited. What can the “exceptional 
circumstances” be for claiming 
anonymity in such a public debate? 
The writer misses the point that 
many of the affected residents have 
lived in their historic homes for many 


years, some for several generations. 
My family have lived in the same 
property in Broad Street for more 
than 25 years and our problems stem 
from the 2008 Parking Orders, when 
consideration for residents (a council 
duty) in our position was, at the best, 
overlooked, and at the worst, ignored. 
Parking for residents is common 
place throughout the country, and 
indeed the county, where authorities 
recognise the consequences of their 
parking policy. 

We are aware that the local 
authorities here have to make 
changes to de-criminalise on-street 
parking and open up the opportunity 
to implement specific parking for 
residents. This will take time, possibly 
years. In the meantime we ask only to 
be treated in the same way as the 
privileged holders of business 
permits. 

Such a move will have no additional 
impact on availability of parking 
spaces (we have to park somewhere) 
but would be hugely beneficial to the 
environment and our quality of life.

PARENTS living on a 
“drugs-ridden” housing 
estate have blasted police 
for “ignoring” issues sur¬ 
rounding their children’s 
safety. 

Families from the Barleyfields 
estate in Soham are demanding 
action after finding dozens of 
hypodermic needles near their 
homes. 

In one case, a young boy was 
seconds away from picking up 
one of the needles before his 
mother stopped him. 

Residents say they raised the 
issue at a recent neighbourhood 
panel meeting - aimed at comb¬ 
ating any crime concerns local 
people may have - and have 
contacted police whenever 
needles have been found. 

But to their shock, the priorities 
set for police as a result of the 
meeting last week do not feature 
any issues on the estate, including 
drugs or hypodermic needles. 

A mother-of-four, who did not 
want to be named, said: “I am

absolutely disgusted. 

“The police have received 
phone calls whenever needles 
have been found and the issue of 
drugs on our estate was certainly 
raised at the meeting. 

“I honestly do not think they 
care about our children’s safety 
and the fact they are playing 
among all of this. 

“The place is turning drugs- 
ridden and the police should be 
out there raiding people’s homes 
to find the culprits.” 

The priorities set by the Soham 
and East policing team for the 
next three months include anti¬ 
social behaviour and criminal 
damage in Soham town centre, 
Fountain Lane and the recreation 
ground. 

Another mum, who said she 
was too scared to be named, said: 
“I am worried about what the 
future holds here to be honest. 

“If the police aren’t willing to 
deal with drugs and the fact that 


dozens of needles have been 
found here in recent weeks, then 
things can only get worse. 

“They just seem to be ignoring 
the fact that this is serious and 
that people’s safety, including 
children’s, is at risk.” 

Barleyfields Estate was partly 
built by property developers 
Cofton, who have since gone into 
administration, leaving some 
areas of the estate unfinished. 

A lack of play facilities on the 
site also means the majority of 
children are forced to play in each 
other’s gardens and on the streets. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“We have had no formal reports 
of drug problems in the area, 
however it was raised as an issue 
at a recent panel meeting. 

“All issues raised at these 
meetings will be investigated but 
the team and patrols in the area 
have increased. 

“We would urge anyone with 
information in relation to this 
matter to contact police imm¬ 
ediately.”

H ospital can be the 

scariest, most daunting 
of places. The smell, the 
machines and beeps, the rush of 
doctors and nurses running 
here and there - the fact you 
know you’re there because there 
is something wrong with you. 

So when a person is seriously ill - and 
in some cases given just months, weeks 
or days to live - it’s a relief to know there 
are better, stress-free places they can 
turn to. 

That’s where Arthur Rank House 
Hospice in Cambridge steps in. 

Located on Mill Road, the hospice is 
part of the NHS and was set up in 1981 
to meet the needs of people with cancer 
and other illnesses. 

The staff and volunteers work 
together to provide a friendly and 
relaxed environment for patients, as 
well as their families and friends, many 
of who tend to forget that they also have 
needs when their friend or relative is ill. 

The charity also provides training and 
education for those involved with the 
delivery of palliative care. 

“Being at Arthur Rank House is like 
being at home. It is literally like walking 
through your front door,” said 36-year- 
old Angela Clements, with a sense of 
pride. 

“Mum spent the rest of her days 
being cared for by the nurses there and 
she was happy That is what made 
things so much easier.” 

Angela, of Alexander Close, Ely, faced 
the toughest of all ordeals in January 
this year - losing her beloved mum, 
Sarayah Borley. 

Sarayah, 61, who lived in Haddenham 
with her partner Lenny, was diagnosed 
with lung cancer in September 2007. 
After intensive chemotherapy and

radiotherapy, she, along with her family 
and friends, thought they had a bright 
future ahead of them. But it wasn’t to 
be. 

“Mum was on holiday in York in 
September last year and when she got 
home she just collapsed,” Angela 
explains. 

“She was taken through to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital and doctors 
carried out a number of tests and scans. 

“Sadly, they found the cancer had 
spread to her brain and other parts of 
her body. 

“Things were really tough.” 

Sarayah was in hospital for a couple 
of weeks before the idea of moving to 
Arthur Rank House was mentioned. 

“At first she hated the idea and really 
did not want to go,” Angela remembers. 

“But it was the best thing she ever 
did. 

“Mum was having fits so the hospice 
had all the medication she needed to 
control these and knowing she was ill, 
she was also very stressed, which they

to your door six days a week - call us FREE on 0800 389 5351 toda 
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taught her how to deal with best. 

“But it was not just the medication 
that the hospice provided - it is the 
emotional support. 

“Mum felt so secure there, so 
comfortable and it was just like being at 
home. 

“I visited her everyday with Lenny 
and other family members and it was 
just brilliant. 

“We were able to stay the night if we 
wanted to, there was food - it is not like 
a hospital at all. 

“The nurses do so, so much to make 
things as easy as they can be.” 

The warmth of the hospice and its 
staff shines through with the fact that 
despite losing her mum, Angela still 
visits the hospice and keeps in touch 
with the nurses. 

In fact, the mother-of-one ran the 
London Marathon this summer, raising 
an impressive £1,500 for the charity. 

Angela said: “I am always popping in 
to see everyone there as they played 
such a big part in mine and my mum’s 
life. 

“And I feel determined to raise as 
much money as I can for them. 

“The work they do has had such a big 
effect on so many different people and 
to make it continue, they need people 
to fundraise for them.” 

And now you can make a difference 
too and help people just like Sarayah 
and her friends.

Paice puts pressure on PM 
over helicopters for troops 


fIM Paice MP has chall¬ 
enged the Prime Minister 
over equipment for troops 
in Afghanistan following 
the death of Corporal Lee 
Scott. 

Corporal Scott was born 
in Ely and was one of 15 
servicemen to die in Afgh¬ 
anistan earlier this month. 

Mr Paice joined in crit¬ 
icism of the Government at 
Prime Minister’s Questions, 
challenging Gordon Brown 
over a shortage of helicop¬ 
ters. 

He said: “I’m sure the 
Prime Minister is right that 
it takes time to equip heli¬ 
copters and to train the 
crews for Afghanistan, but 


why does he go on pre¬ 
tending the need has only 
arisen today? 

“The reality is we’ve been 
there eight years. Troop 
numbers have been rising 
through all that time and 
the demand for increased 
numbers of helicopters has 
gone on rising so why are 
they still equipping the 
helicopters and training the 
crews?” 

Mr Brown said his quest¬ 
ion had no validity and the 
Government was “doing 
everything they could to 
equip our Armed Forces”. 

Mr Paice said: “The fact 
is the Government took the 
decision to reduce the 


helicopter budget by £1.4 
billion in order to continue 
to fund other parts of the 
public sector and this has 
had catastrophic conse¬ 
quences. 

“It has resulted in a 
diminished capacity to 
move our servicemen and 
women with greater rel¬ 
ative safety. 

“I do not claim heli¬ 
copters are the whole 
answer: troops will still 
need to be present on the 
ground; helicopters are not 
invulnerable. 

“But they are fast and 
less predictable, and re¬ 
duce the need for lengthy 
resupply convoys by land.”

Street fracas man 
handed work order 


A YOUNG man who tried to de¬ 
fend himself while being attacked 
during a “horrifying” fight in Ely 
has been punished in court. 

But none of the people who launched 
the attack on Rhys Chapman, 20, in the 
drink-fuelled fracas has been charged. 

Chapman was brought before magi¬ 
strates after he kicked out at his assailants, 
having been pushed to the floor and 
repeatedly punched. 

He lashed out at one of the men with his 
legs and caught his head, a move which 
magistrates said “could have been lethal”. 

The incident happened outside The 
Hereward pub, on Ely’s Market Street, in 
the early hours of June 6. 

CCTV footage showed a number of 
violent incidents outside the pub, includ¬ 
ing fights between at least three different 
groups. 

Around 50 people were shown in the 
footage, including women, many of who 
appeared to be hitting and lashing out at

numerous people. 

The video showed Chapman waiting 
outside for a taxi before one of the scraps 
made its way closer to him and he was hit. 

He tried to get away from the incident by 
running down an alleyway but the 
attackers followed him. 

In the footage, magistrates saw him and 
around two other men reappear from the 
alleyway with their shirts torn off and again 
Chapman tried to make a dash for safety. 

But after 10 minutes of further drunken 
street fights, which did not involve 
Chapman, he came back. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “At the 
very end, we saw in the footage that 
Chapman followed a male. 

“Mr Chapman clearly goes up to him 
and starts trouble before he is pushed to 
the floor. 

“From the floor he kicked the man at 


least twice towards the head, which he 
does accept.” 

Chapman, of Main Street, Witchford, 
pleaded guilty to affray. But Michael Jud¬ 
kins, mitigating, said his client’s involve¬ 
ment with the whole series of events was 
“entirely involuntary”. 

He said: “Rhys was a victim of violence 
and was started upon by a number of 
different people. 

“There was a lot of fighting from differ¬ 
ent people yet charges have not been 
pressed against them.” 

Sue Griffin, presiding magistrate, ord¬ 
ered Chapman to do 150 hours of unpaid 
work in the local community. 

She said: “What I have just seen is 
horrifying. It is clear you did not go out 
looking for trouble but you should have 
just walked away. 

“Kicking someone in the head could 
have been lethal.” 

Chapman was also ordered to pay £60 
court costs.

GIVEN that many people can’t 
mention TV talent shows 
without sneering, you’d think 
that Pop Idol winner Will Young 
might try to sweep his origins 
under the carpet. But no. 

Not only is the singer-songwriter 
“extremely proud, and always will be” 
of his very public breakthrough, but 
Young admits he’s a massive fan of 
reality shows. 

“I’m obsessed with them all. I love 
them!” he grins. “And I weep at all of 
them too -1 completely buy into the 
whole thing. I’m terrible - I’m the 
person who buys the wine that’s at the 
end of the aisle, even though it’s more 
expensive, because I think it’s on offer. 
I’m a complete sucker.” 

Sucker or not, Young has enjoyed a 
seriously successful career since 
pipping Gareth Gates to the Pop Idol 
post back in 2002. Thanks to his 
ability to please discerning audiences 
without alienating the screaming 
teens, the Berkshire boy has become 
one of the UK’s best-loved solo 
artists, with 11 topi 0 hits including 
Leave Right Now, Light My Fire and All 
Time Love under his belt. He’s also 
achieved sales of a whopping eight 
million, 10 Brit Award nominations 
(two of which he’s won) and a string 
of other accolades, from Ivor Novello 
awards to the slightly less high-brow 
Rear of the Year gong in 2005. But 
hopefully it’ll be Young’s front that the 
audience will be concentrating on 
when he performs at Audley End on 
Saturday. 

“It’ll be great fun. I haven’t done a 
house for a long time - I’ve been 
doing more festivals. But life’s all 
about variety, so it’ll be great to go 
from Glastonbury one minute to a nice 
smart house the next,” he says. 

Judging by the comments section 
on his website, fans will be coming 
from all corners of Britain for the 
concert (even one from Scotland, who 
says he’s very much looking forward 
to seeing Young at “Audbury House”). 
So does he often see the same faces 
in the crowd? 

“Oh God yes, some people have 
been coming for years,” he says, but 
insists it doesn’t unsettle him: “No, it’s 
actually quite nice. I was probably 


freaked out to begin with, but now I’m 
like ‘Oh, hello! How are you?’ It’s 
brilliant because they’re so 
enthusiastic, and there’s nothing 
wrong with a bit of enthusiasm. 
Nothing at all.” 

Enthusiasm is something Young 
has by the bucket-load, which makes 
it all the more surprising that he didn’t 
always have stardom in his sights. In 
fact, on leaving school he went to 
Exeter University to study politics, but 
quickly decided that a career as a 
politician wasn’t for him. 

“No, because I’m really stupid! 
People think I’m really clever because 
I’m quite well-spoken and I did 
politics, but actually I’m not,” he 
laughs. Instead, he plumped for 
performing arts college in London in 
2001, and the rest, as they say, is 
history. 

So what can we expect from Mr 
Young at Audley End? 

“We’re going to be doing an upbeat 
set, and I’m really, really pleased with 
it. Last summer my set was quite 
mellow, almost ‘bluesy, souly pop’, 
whereas this one is a bit more funky - 


‘funky bluesy pop’, I suppose.” 

Will turned 30 in January and, he 
says, he’s absolutely loving it: 
“Basically if there’s any excuse to 
have a party, I just go ‘No this is my 
13th’. People say ‘but you’ve had 10 
13ths’, and I say ‘Well I’ll have another 
one’. Why not? It’s brilliant. 

“I don’t really like looking older, but I 
love getting older. I’m getting more and 
more confident and content, and I 
think that comes across in my 
performances.” 

And although he’s currently back in 
the studio working on album number 
five, Young admits that he’s happier on 
stage than anywhere else. 

“You just get brilliant audiences and 
a great reaction to things, and that’s 
something you don’t get when you’re 
in the studio. 

“That excitement, the vibe off 
people, is infectious,” he sighs. “I just 
love what I do so much.”

Take action to kill 
off slugs and snails 


THIS recent weird weather 
- with intense heat followed 
by torrential downpours - 
has brought out slugs and 
snails in their droves. 

The pests have been attacking 
annuals, lettuces and other crops 
before many of us have had time 
to enjoy them. 

Of course, the damage inflicted 
by slugs and snails is usually at its 
worst in late spring when young 
plants are vulnerable, but even at 
this time of year they can munch 
through leaves and decimate 
established plants. 

So, take action before it’s too 
late. 

Here are 14 tips to help control 
slugs and snails, particularly after 
heavy downpours. 

■ Place rings of sharp grit around 
your plants, which will damage 
their underbellies and deter them. 
Some people use shallow frames 
of chicken wire with the sharp end 
just sticking out of the ground, 
which does the same job. 

■ Use broken eggshells for the 
same technique, but mix them 
with dry bran, which absorbs the 
moisture slugs and snails need for 
mobility. 

■ Make traps from plastic 
containers, sinking them into the 
soil near susceptible plants with 
the rim 2.5cm above the surface, 
and fill them with beer. Empty and 
refill regularly. 

■ Go on a slug patrol at night with 
a torch, a bucket of salted water 
and gloves, and pick off all those 
you see. Check plants while the 
pests are feeding and drop them in 
the salty water. Once they are 
dead, drain the water and empty

them onto the compost heap. 

■ Keep your garden free of hiding 
places. So clear away piles of 
leaves or other rotting vegetation. 

■ Try to encourage natural pred¬ 
ators to keep the slug and snail 
population down. Frogs and toad 
feed on slugs, while some birds 
such as thrushes gorge on snails. 

■ Hoe regularly from the start of 
the growing season. Slug and snail 
eggs are small and white, usually 
appearing in clusters. If worked to 
the surface they will die in the sun 
or be eaten by predators. 

■ Place plants you are willing to 
lose alongside crops you really 
want to save, as slugs and snails 
will usually go for the easy target. 

■ Place copper tapes around pots, 
which send out a tiny electric 
charge to deter slugs and snails 
climbing up the outside of them. 

■ If you must use slug pellets, 
protect innocent wildlife by 
placing the poison under covers 
raised a fraction at one side to 
allow the pests access. 

■ Use a biological control to 
control numbers, which is 
especially effective for killing small 
slugs that live under the soil. The 
name of the microscopic 
nematodes is Phasmarhabditis 


hermaphrodita, which are watered 
onto the ground. 

■ Use slow-release fertilisers, as 
these do not produce soft growth 

— which is more attractive to 
slugs. 

■ Keep digging over the soil in 
winter and spring. Any cultivation 
of the soil will help to disturb slugs. 

■ Plant species that they don’t like, 
such as hardy cranesbill 
geraniums, hydrangea, potentilla 
andlavatera. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Hollyhock (Alcea or Althaea) 

These wonderful cottage garden 
favourites grow to around 1.8 
metres and produce tall spires of 
flowers in a variety of colours from 
luly to September. In the 19th 
century, die hollyhock was almost 
wiped out by rust disease - today 
there are only a few varieties 
available, and it’s best to go for 
single colours. Good types include 
A rosea ‘Nigra’, which is a deep 
burgundy and single, while 
‘Chater’s Double Group’ is one of 
the tallest, at 1.8m to 3m, with 
peony-type flowers in pink, 
apricot, red, crimson, salmon, pale 
yellow and white. For the best 
results, plant them in a sheltered 
position in sun or partial shade in a 
moisture retentive soil. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 
Aubergine (Solanum melongena) 

Aubergines are an ideal addition 
to Middle Eastern dishes, in bakes 
or stuffed with cheese, and to 
make dips such as Baba Ganoush. 
They like a warm climate and high 
humidity, so are ideally grown in a 
greenhouse or on a sheltered, 
sunny patio in containers. Yellow, 
black, white, red and purple- 
fruited cultivars are available but 
for the kitchen stick to FI hybrid 
black-fruited types. 

Sow seed indoors at temper¬ 
atures of 21-30C and prick out into 
pots when the seedlings are 
around 5cm tall. Once they have 
reached the four-leaf stage (which 
will be earlier in a greenhouse), 
they can be put in their final 
position. If you decide to plant the 
aubergines outdoors, cover them 
with cloches or fleece to give them 
a good start and protect them from 
wind. However, planted outdoors 
they are unlikely to give as good a 
yield of fruit, and the fruits may be 
smaller. 

In Tune, stake and tie in the 
plants as needed and remove the 
main tip/growing point when 
30cm high. Feed with a high 
potash fertiliser once the third fruit 
has set (first fruit outside). 

Ensure that indoor plants do not 
dry out as aubergines suffer from 
blossom end rot, although not as 
easily as tomatoes. Mist the foliage 
regularly with tepid water to 
discourage red spider mite and to 
help flower set. 

When five or six fruits have set, 
remove any other flowers as plants 
are unlikely to be able to support 
any more fruit. 

Cut each fruit from August 
onwards when they’ve grown 
about 15cm long and the skin 
surface is still shiny. Good varieties 
include ‘Moneymaker’ and ‘Rima’.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

i—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


i □ end off change of address cards. 

■ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

A rose by any other name? 



“OH Romeo, Romeo, 
wherefore art thou 
Romeo?” - that was the 
cry of this wannabe 
alpha male on first 
setting eyes on the 
Italian motor giant’s 
latest offering, writes 
Raymond Brown. 

The excitement of having 
an Alfa Romeo for a week 
had been building for some 
time, but when the car 
arrived outside the Weekly 
News’ Milton HQ the sleek 
sports car I’d imagined failed 
to materialise. 

Instead, I was confronted 
by a small black coupe called 
the Alfa MiTo - a far-from- 
sweet handle which sounds 
like the name of the hippo in 
Madagascar, Moto Moto. And, 
to my utter disappointment, it 
merged easily among the 
Fiestas and Hondas in the 
company car park. This was 
no pulling machine - but a 
one-way ticket to Palookaville. 

But hey, my wife has our 
car - a Renault Megane, 
bristling with child seats and 


baby wipes - three days a 
week and I cycle, so it made 
a welcome change from my 
usual mode of transport - 
and it was all mine for a 
whole week... 

The first chance I had to 
drive it was while on an 
investigation into a man who 
had posed as a fake war hero 
for years and I was out to 
expose his lies. But in truth I 
felt a bit of a phoney myself 


in the MiTo. And I couldn’t 
quite understand why slip¬ 
ping from first to second 
gear was such hard work. 
Maybe I’d get used to it. And 
putting the old foot down 
was like wading through 
Marmite, which is what 
driving this car is like - 
eventually you either love it 
or hate it. 

After a couple of days I 
began to warm to it. I thought 


that maybe it was the car for 
the man who doesn’t want to 
be flash but still has an Alfa 
Romeo - a man with a bit of 
mystery about him. Although 
that’s not me, it could be - 
couldn’t it? 

It does have a cool Italian- 
ness about it but I ain’t much 
into the Euro Benetton look 
and don’t wear tight trousers 
or carry a man bag. 

And it’s not even econ¬ 


omical: the display said 
29mpg -1 got more out of my 
old 1992 BMW 5 Series, and 
that had automatic windows, 
which I consider to be an 
essential. 

I did like the space-age 
dashboard but not the way it 
reflected on the windscreen, 
making you feel as if you 
were driving on a bubble- 
wrap road. 

Compared with the equi¬ 
valent German technology, 
the MiTo failed to wow me 
and personally I wouldn’t 
surrender to this Italian job. 

It is a car that needs a 
Viagra injection but on the 
other hand it was easy to slip 
into a parking space and is a 
neat car for the city. But take 
it on the motorway and it 
was no Silvio Berlusconi - by 
which I mean it was not hair- 
raising. Actually I don’t even 
think the Italian leader could 
fit in the car as he’s got to be 
over 6ft tall - especially not 
with several teenage girls in 
the back.
